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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that "end" in the claims is used 
to denote the "tail end" of the queue. However, examiner notes that according to Merriam Webster's online dictionary, "end" is defined as 
"the part of an area that lies at the boundary". A queue has two boundaries. Both the head element and tail element lie at the boundaries 
of the queue. Therefore both the head and the tail of the queue are regarded as ends. So the Examiner respectfully maintains that the 
end in the claim is properly interpretereted to be the head end. Examiner suggests amending the claims to specifically overcome this 
interpretation. 
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
